WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Kennedy said 
today he is willing to forego tax reform this year if it 
is necessary to get a tax-cut bill through Congress. 


He emphasized to the American 
Bankers Association that his pri­ 
mary interest is getting corporate 
and personal income tax rates re­ 
duced to avoid a possible reces­ 
sion. 
Kennedy has been seeking a net 
tax cut of $10.3 billion spread 
over the next three years. The 
proposals he has sent to Congress 
called for both the reduction and 
an accompanying — and contro­ 
versial — reform of the tax laws. 


Strongest Speech Yet 


Kennedy’s statement today was 
made in a question and answer 
session 
after 
he 
delivered 
a 
speech to a symposium on eco­ 
nomic growth sponsored by the 
bankers. It was one of the strang­ 
est declarations he has made that 
he would jettison the reform pro­ 
posals if necessary to get con­ 
gressional enactment of a tax cut 
effective this year. 


Only a week ago, Democratic 
congressional leaders said the ad 
ministration planned to continue 
its efforts for the overall tax re- 
duction-and-reform package. This 
involved a gross tax reduction of 
$13.5 billion with about $3.5 bil­ 
lion being returned to the govern 
ment through reform measures to

Kennedy told the bankers today 
that ’’quite obviously” he did not 
want his reform recommend! 
tions to delay the tax reduction 
so much that it might not be suf 
ficiently effective this year. 
“ lf we cannot get reform, ob­ 
viously we are going to have to 
rewrite the package,” the Presi­ 
dent said. “If Congress were to 
come up with a $10 billion suit, 
we would then have to adjust all 
the rates.” 
States Preference 


The President said that from 
his viewpoint a cut of less than 
$10 billion this year might be pre­ 
ferable. But at the same time he 
said he would prefer to ‘‘err on 
the side of a large enough tax 
reduction” and thus would accept 
a $10 billion reduction without the 
reform provisions if it became 
necessary. 


In the formal speech, the Pres­ 
ident said there was “nothing 
deeply wrong with our economy,” 
but that the nation “must release 
the brake of excessive taxation

Man Dies In 


Bucks Fire 


SELLERSVILLE, Pa. (UPI) - 
Harold L. Peterson, 42, died fight­ 
ing a fire at his rural home Sun­ 
day while his crippled wife sped 
five miles in an automobile to 
turn in an alarm. 


Mrs. Peterson, who walks with 
the aid of crutches, drove to 
Grand View Hospital and blew 
the horn of the auto until aides 
came out. She reported the fire 
and was then admitted in deep 
shock. 


Firemen found Peterson dead in 
the living room of the two-story 
stone home set in a wooded area. 
Damages were estimated at $16. 
OOO. 


Peterson, vice president of an 
automobile agency in Jenkintown, 
and his wife, Grace, had two 
daughters, Susan, 18, and Ann, 15. 


Susan was at college at Oberlin, 
Ohio, while Ann 
was visiting 
friends. 


The two officers tried to open 
the right hand door to free Mrs 
Cox, but calid not move it. They 
tried the door on the other side, 
and were able to free Mrs. Miller. 


Special Equipment 


They then called the Goodwill 
Hose Co. No. 3, which brought 
special equipment to help free 
Mrs. Cox. They arrived at 4:45 
a m., shortly after Bristol Police 
Chief Vincent Faragalli, who was 
also called to the scene. 


Although they managed to get 
the door open, the firemen were 
unable to free Mrs. Cox, who was 
trapped with her legs under the 
seat. 
She was pronounced dead at 5:04 
a.m. by Dr. Howard Goldstein at 
the crash scene, and her body 
was finally freed at 5:30 am .

The plan, which was announced 
on Tuesday, is the result of sev­ 
eral months negotiation between 
the medical society and the un­ 
ion group. 
Social Security Taxes 
Under it, the medical society 
agreed to accept a plan support­ 
ed by Social Security taxes. The 
AFL-CIO Council agreed to a 
plan to provide the aged with in­ 
surance policies similar to those 
offered by Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield. 
Both groups also agreed to 
make these available to every­ 
one over 65, on the understand­ 
ing that the cost of the policies 
can be recovered from the estate 
of the insured person. 
"We realized that this was not 
in accord with the present opin­ 
ions of the PMS, and you can’t 
expect them to make any change 
in their official status for weeks 
or months,” Dr. McGraw said. 
No Antagonism 
"We knew that the PMS would 
have to oppose our plan initially, 
because it is contrary to their 
present opinion, but they have 
not rejected it with any antagon­ 
ism.” he said. 
Frank Flatch, president of the 
Bucks County AFL-CIO Council, 
said that so far there has been 
no reaction to the plan from oth­ 
er labor groups in the country. 
He said that both the Bucks 
County groups involved in th e 
plan had expected opposition, and 
were confident that it could be 
overcome. 
We have been working on this 
for two years, and have been hav­ 
ing pretty regular meetings. As 
a result we have now created a 
good relationship between the med­ 
ical society and the AFL-CIO 
here in Bucks County, which is 
probably better than anywhere 
else in the country. This is one 
reason why we have been able 
to work so well," he said. 


Milton Berkes, chairman of the 
supervisors, 
said the increase 
would bring the township’s tax 
rate to eight mills, "still the low­ 
est of any large municipality in 
Bucks County." 
Falls Township employes will 
get no raises this year under the 
terms of the 1963 budget but the 
supervisors have proposed addi­ 
tional fringe benefits. 
The proposals call for adding 
two days off, considering a pension 
plan for employes other than po­ 
lice who already have one, and 
adopting a medical major insur­ 
ance program. 
Allowance To Police 
Another proposal would increase 
the allowance to police for time 
spent in court on their own time. 
At present, police receive pay­ 
ment for mileage only. The new 
proposal would allow them ap­ 
proximately $10 per day in addi­ 
tion to the usual witness fees. 
The 1963 budget calls for ex­ 
penditures amounting to $755,- 
244.49, some $20,000 less than the 
actual expenditures for 1962. The 
township spent $775,832.25 last 
year. 
The smaller budget was made 
possible by decreasing the ex­ 
penditures of 
various 
depart­ 
ments, notably police, fire, and 
highways. 
Will Delay Purchases 
Most of the money has been 
saved in the highway department 
allotment. Purchase of new equip­ 
ment which was contemplated 
this year will be put off until next 
year. 
Major expenditures in the new 
budget arc for the police depart­ 
ment. $201,800; highway depart­ 
ment, $159,314; street lighting. 
$63,500; and repayment of two 
loans. $110,000. 
Another measure to offset the 
Fairless Works tax loss was insti­ 
tuted at Saturday’s meeting. Un 
der the proposal all coin operat 
ed machines will be taxes. 
An open hearing on the budget 
will be held March 4 during the 
regular m o n t h l y supervisors 
meeting, and on M a r c h 25 at 
which time the budget will be 
adopted.

WASHINGTON <UPI)-The Su­ 
preme Court, by an 8-1 vote, de­ 
clared unconstitutional today the 
breach of peace conviction of 187 
Negro students who held an anti 
segregation demonstration on the 
grounds of South Carolina’s capi­ 
tol. 
The court held that the convic­ 
tions violated constitutional guar­ 
antees of free speech and assem 
bly. The demonstration took place 
at Columbia, S.C., on March 2, 
1961. 
In other actions today the Su­ 
preme Court: 
—Ordered further lower court 
proceedings in the case of Leon 
Bearden who was convicted with 
his son of hijacking a Continental 
Airlines plane over New Mexico 
in 1961. The 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals was instructed to take 
further action in the case of Bear 
den who was sentenced to life im 
prisonment. 
Granted a hearing to Harold 
Fahy who was sentenced to 60 
days in jail by a Norwalk, Conn. 
court of painting swastikas on a 
synagogue on Feb. I, 1960. 
In their appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the Negro students had 
argued the convictions were not 
supported by the evidence and 
constituted 
a 
denial 
of 
free 
speech. 
Justice Potter Stewart, speak 
ing for the majority, said: 
“These (students) were convict 
ed of an offense so generalized as 
to be. in the words of the South 
Carolina Supreme Court, ‘Not sus 
ceptible of exact definition.’ And 
they were convicted upon cvi 
dence which showed no more than 
that the opinions which they were 
peaceably expressing were suffi 
ciently opposed to the views of 
the majority of the community to 
mixed 45-51; B large white, 47-50.
